Probe as 
patient's 
data on 
Facebook 

SENSITIVE details of 
someone with mental 
health problems have been 
captured in a photograph 
posted on social media web¬ 
site Facebook, sparking an 
investigation. 

An individual’s private 
information, which was 
spelt out on a letter sent out 
by Sandwell Council to an 
external organisation, was 
posted in a photograph on 
the website. A sticky note 
appears to give a woman’s 
full first name, and a mes¬ 
sage underneath, and the 
letter that follows in the 
pile gives a Tipton address, 
and the fact that a council 
support worker has begun 
working with a lady with 
mental health issues. 

The publication of the 
material led the authority 
to raise concerns with the 
external organisation. A 
member of the public who 
saw the post had originally 
reported it to the council’s 
information management 
unit - the area of the council 
which oversees data protec¬ 
tion among employees. 

David Stevens, Sandwell 
Council’s director of adult 
social care, said: “I can con¬ 
firm that the photograph 
was not posted on Facebook 
by a council employee. Our 
inquiries have also con¬ 
firmed the photograph was 
not taken on council prem¬ 
ises. The photograph has 
been removed from Face- 
book.” 

Bets are off

HOUSING CRISIS 
IS NOW CRITICAL 


A SANDWELL finance chief has said 
a housing crisis in the borough has 
hit a critical point, highlighting the 
crucial need for smaller homes. 

Councillor Steve Eling said: “It is critical for 
us to build more two-bedroom homes for coun¬ 
cil tenants.” That was his verdict on plans to 
use receipts from the sale of council homes to 


build replacements. 

The authority is propos¬ 
ing to use money from the 
sale of council homes to 
cover the costs of new social 
housing in a bid to reduce 
the waiting list for council 
homes. 

Sandwell, which must 
save £120 million by 2016, 
proposes to spent £188 mil¬ 
lion on new council homes 
over the next decade. It is 
in a bid to reduce the 7,191 
people on the waiting list 
with Sandwell Housing. 

Since the Government 
has relaxed rules on how 
much Right to Buy money 
councils can keep, Sandwell 
plans to take full advantage 
and cover up to its 30 per 
cent of its new build pro¬ 
gramme with Right to Buy 
receipts. 

Quarter 

New rules from Whitehall 
mean the cash-strapped au¬ 
thority can retain and use 
£880,000 to put into new 
stock, from sales of council 
homes in the final quarter of 
last year. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
the authority’s deputy 
leader and finance chief, will 
be asked to approve the use 
of Right to Buy money at a 
meeting taking place today. 

He said: “We’re planning 
to use these receipts to con¬ 
tribute to new housing. 

“We need to take advan¬ 
tage of the slight relaxation 
in Right to Buy rules. We 
need to do the best deal we 
can out of it. This about tak¬ 
ing a decision which gives

us the biggest bang for our 
buck. It will give us a better 
chance of meeting the de¬ 
mand for council homes and 
building the type of accom¬ 
modation needed as well. 

“As the bedroom tax has 
hit, it’s critical for us and 
other authorities up and 
down the country to build 
two-bedroom homes.” 

This move comes after 
the sales of council homes to 
tenants more than doubled 
across the West Midlands 
at the end of last year, after 
Government said tenants 
could get a discount of up 
to £75,000 - a £25,000 in¬ 
crease. 

Ministers then said it was 
a sign of growth in the hous¬ 
ing market and it was a way 
of funding the costs of build¬ 
ing new homes. Council 
bosses however said it was 
putting more pressure on 
waiting lists as homes were 
being sold before replace¬ 
ments could be built. 

Dudley Council said it 
would built 100 new proper¬ 
ties between now and March 
2018 in a bid to reduce its 
4,500-strong waiting list. 
Councillor Steve Waltho, 
Dudley’s housing chief, said 
it depended on attracting 
grant funding and Right to 
Buy receipts to fund that 
as sales of council homes at 
discounted rates could not 
cover the costs of building 
new homes alone.

The tribute came as Staf¬ 
fordshire County Girls Foot¬ 
ball League announced it 
will hold a minute’s silence 
at its games this weekend in 
memory of Natasha who was 
a keen footballer and had 
played for Wyrley Pumas 
and later Burntwood Phoe¬ 
nix. Wyrley Juniors chair¬ 
man Keith Hardy said: “She 
was a credit to her family.” 

Her 45-year-old mother 
is in a critical condition in 
hospital but her brother 
Callum, 17, who was in the 
front seat of the Renault 
Clio, is out of hospital.

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Junction delays expected with works 


MOTORISTS are being warned 
about possible delays in Bearwood 
as work gets underway on a busy 
junction leading into Birmingham. 

Drivers making their way into 
and out of Sandwell via the Hag- 
ley Road are being warned to allow 
extra time as work has started on 
the £1.3 million improvement to the 
Kings Head Junction on the border 
of Bearwood and Harbourne. 

The long-awaited improvement 


work is being carried out by Amey 
on behalf of Birmingham City 
Council and will include increasing 
the width of the carriageway, filling 
in the underpass that runs under¬ 
neath the road and adding crossing 
facilities 

The improvement s come in the 
wake of a number of accidents at 
the junction. Councillor Bob Piper 
is one of the Abbey ward council¬ 
lors who have been campaigning for 


more than 15 years to see improve¬ 
ments made at the junction. He 
said: “We are quite relieved that the 
work has gone ahead, it has been a 
long time coming. ” 

Motorists and local businesses 
have reported a build up of traffic 
along Hagley Road, Bearwood Road 
and Lordswood Road all of which 
lead up to the junction since work 
began at the end of last week. 

Councillor Piper said: “We accept

PASSENGERS were strand¬ 
ed on trains on railway lines 
as engineers worked to re¬ 
store power after an electri¬ 
cal fault near a station.

Duped pensioner warns of phone con 



A PENSIONER duped out of hundreds of 
pounds by a cruel phone con has warned 
other residents to be wary of thieves posing 
as police officers. 

The 85-year-old from Handsworth Wood, 
who is remaining anonymous, handed over 
his bank card and PIN number to ‘convinc¬ 
ing’ bogus detectives who called claiming 
his account had been hacked by card don¬ 
ers. 

He was awoken in the early hours of Jan¬ 
uary 17 and told his card had been copied 
and used on a £1,000 shopping spree. 

The scammers advised him to call his 
bank to block further transactions, but they 


jammed the line so, when the former coal 
merchant redialled thinking he was giving 
security details to bank staff, he was actu¬ 
ally still speaking to the bogus caller. 

They dispatched a ‘courier’ to collect his 
bank card saying it was needed as evidence, 
before helping themselves to more than 
£300 in a matter of minutes. 

Now the pensioner has labelled the fraud¬ 
sters ‘low-life cowards’ and urged other res¬ 
idents to protect themselves by switching 
on to the scam. 

He said: “I called what I thought was my 
bank and then dialled 999, but on both oc¬ 
casions because I used the same phone, it 


turns out I was still speaking to the same 
people. First they pretended to be detec¬ 
tives, then bank staff and then 999 call han¬ 
dlers - they must have passed the handset 
between them because each voice sounded 
different. 

“I had no idea people could jam a phone 
line by not hanging up. I found out later 
that a neighbour had heard of this kind 
of scam but not told anyone - if I’d have 
known I’m sure I wouldn’t have fallen for 
it. These are low-life cowards stealing sav¬ 
ings and pension money from the elderly. 
They are very convincing in getting your 
bank card and details.” Less than an hour 


after handing his card over to the hoax cou¬ 
rier the 85-year-old became suspicious and 
dialled 999 from a mobile phone, and was 
told by genuine officers it was a fraud and 
advised to contact his bank. 

The so-called Courier Con gained pop¬ 
ularity among scammers last year, and in 
the first six weeks of this year more than 30 
people have fallen for the ruse and collec¬ 
tively lost around £10,000. 

West Midlands Police Chief Inspector 
Artherley, said: “These con artists are cold, 
calculated thieves: their tactic is to scare 
and confuse elderly people into handing 
over sensitive information. ” 


Jail for 'cold-blooded' 
killing of school friend

A MAN who killed his school 
friend has begun his jail sen¬ 
tence, and will serve a minimum 
of 27 years, after being found 
guilty of murder in a bid to gain 
more than £375,000. 

Jagdev Singh Rai was found guilty 
of the ‘cold-blooded murder’ of Jasbir 
Singh Bains by a majority jury verdict 
of 10 to two at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. Their deliberations 
had taken 12 hours and seven minutes. 

On Friday Rai was sentenced to 27 
years. He showed no emotion as the 
verdict was delivered. 

The body of Mr Bains was found float¬ 
ing in a lake in Dartmouth Park, West Bro¬ 
mwich, on November 28, 2012, his throat 
having been cut. 

During the trial the jury was told how 
Rai, of Salisbury Road, West Bromwich, 
stole his school friend’s name in order 
to take out a life insurance policy worth 
£318,913, several years before his death. 

Mr Bains was said to have owed Rai 
£14,000 after falling on hard times, before 
moving to Canada to live with family. 

Property 

He also obtained a mortgage for a prop¬ 
erty on Poultney Street, West Bromwich, in 
the value of £56,703, using the same name. 

In the event of the death of Mr Bains, 
who was aged 41 and of no fixed address 
when his body was found, it meant Rai, 44, 
stood to gain more than £375,000, including 
the value of the West Bromwich property. 

Police searches of Rai’s home had re¬ 
vealed documents showing he had changed 
his name legally to Jamie Rai in February 
2003, then to the name of Mr Bains in June 
2006. 

A further false document suggested he 
wished to abandon the name of Mr Bains 
once more, and be known again as Jamie 
Rai. 

The prosecution had admitted that the 
case was dependant on ‘various strands of 
circumstantial evidence’ - something Mr 
Andrew Fisher, defending Rai, had called 
‘horribly weak’. That evidence included 
CCTV of Mr Bains and Rai together the 
night before the murder, when the victim 
was staying in Rai’s van. 


Rai had denied murder, with Mr Fisher 
telling the jury that there was no actual ev¬ 
idence that he was involved in the killing. 

The court heard that the pair had known 
each other for years, but Jasbir had a dif¬ 
ficult life and at the time of his death was 
homeless and struggling with an alcohol 
and drug addiction. 

He had also fallen on hard times years 
before and moved to live with family in 
Canada, owing £14,000 to Rai at the time 
from a loan. After police found Bains’s body 
floating on the park’s lake on November 28, 
2012, they had interviewed Rai. 

The investigation that followed revealed 
that Rai had changed his name to Jasbir 


Bains - the same as the victim’s - eight 
years ago and took out a life assurance 
policy in that name two years later, worth 
almost £319,000. He also executed a trust 
deed which meant the beneficiaries of the 
olicy in the event of Jasbir’s death would 
e Rai’s own children. 

The prosecution claimed this was the rea¬ 
son for the murder; his children would get 
the insurance payout, which would in turn 
give Rai some much-needed cash. 

Detective Inspector Warren Hines, who 
led the investigation, said: “In the last few 
months of his life, Jasbir had a difficult ex¬ 
istence; he had no fixed home, was an alco¬ 
holic and had little direction in life. 


“Through it all, he thought he had a 
friend in Jamie Rai who, in the few weeks 
before his death, was very hospitable and 
let him sleep in a van parked at the back 
of his house. But Rai was secretly plotting 
what he thought would be the perfect mur¬ 
der; he would become a rich man by killing 
his ‘friend’, out of sight of the public and 
away from any CCTV cameras.” 

The absence of any eye-witnesses, or sci¬ 
entific proof of who killed Jasbir, had meant 
the prosecution case relied solely on circum¬ 
stantial evidence to prove the murder. 

Records linked Rai to the mobile phone 
number used to text Jasbir inviting him to 
the park on the night of his death.

It is a puzzle of this 
cheerfully godless age of ours that we still pay atten¬ 
tion to the views of people whose only claim to author¬ 
ity is being far more superstitious than the rest of us. 

DAVID Miranda this week lost his High Court case claim¬ 
ing he had been unlawfully detained at Heathrow while 
carrying computer files for his partner, Guardian journalist 
Glenn Greenwald. Miranda says he will appeal “and keep 
appealing to the end,” and he probably will. A High Court 
case and subsequent appeals would bankrupt most folk 
but there always seems to be a bottomless pot of money 
for people fighting cases such as this. And six months after 
the incident, we still don’t know what Miranda was doing 
at Heathrow in the first place. His mission was to get from 
Berlin to his home in Brazil. He could have taken any num¬ 
ber of direct flights. Instead, bizarrely, he flew into one of 
only two countries in the world (the other being the Unit¬ 
ed States) where he was likely to be detained. The flight 
was arranged and paid for by the Guardian. Amid all the 
tub-thumping about national security and press freedom, 
we are not being told even half of this story. 

IF I were a conspiracy theorist I might think the Guard¬ 
ian brought Miranda to Heathrow as part of a win-win 
operation. If he gets nicked you have a great story 
about the UK authorities attacking press freedom. If he 
doesn’t get nicked, you have a great story about tens 
of thousands of confidential files slipping in and out of 
the country under the noses of bungling cops. Gosh, 
what an old cynic I am.

WITH the row over keeping the pound and losing EU 
membership, the Scottish independence debate was look¬ 
ing like one of those deliciously civilised divorces when the 
couple are determined to stay friends.

A JILTED boyfriend jailed for 19 years for 
pouring petrol over his ex-girlfriend and 
setting her and her home alight has lost an 
appeal against his sentence.

Sheldon, of Russells Hall Road, Dud¬ 
ley, admitted reckless arson and was found 
guilty of attempted murder. On Tuesday 
at the Court of Appeal, judges Lady Jus¬ 
tice Sharp, Mr Justice Sweeney and Judge 
Stephen Kramer QC said the term was de¬ 
served. Miss Pilkington, who still lives in 
the Rowley Regis area, said she was ‘full of 
relief at the judges’ decision.

Lord Bilston, who has died 


LORD Bilston, the prominent Black 
Country politician and campaigner, 
former Wolverhampton MP Dennis 
Turner, has died aged 71. 

He served as Labour MP for Wol¬ 
verhampton South East from 1987 
to 2005 before being made a peer. 

Lord Bilston had been suffering 
from cancer, with tumours on his 
spine, since November and had 
spent time in hospital in Oswestry 
and Wolverhampton’s New Cross 
before spending his final weeks at 
home surrounded by his family. 

A minute’s silence was held at 


last night’s Bilston Town football 
match while flags were flying at half 
mast at Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil’s headquarters yesterday. 

Friends and former colleagues 
paid tribute to a ‘great son’ of Wol¬ 
verhampton and a man who had 
earned the love and respect of ‘all 
who came to know him’. The fa¬ 
ther of two was previously a Wol¬ 
verhampton councillor for 20 years 
including seven as deputy leader 
and had been at the forefront of 
the campaign to save Bilston Steel¬ 
works in the 1970s. 


Elected to the council at the age 
of 22 in 1966, he was one of its 
youngest ever members. 

He was a member of the West 
Midlands County Council from 1973 
until 1986. In later years he had 
successfully campaigned to keep Bil¬ 
ston as part of one Parliamentary 
constituency, fighting plans for it to 
be carved up between four different 
MPs as part of a proposed review of 
boundaries. His successor as an MP, 
Labour’s Pat McFadden, said: “Our 
city has lost a great son. Dennis was 
a true Bilston patriot. 


‘He was a passionate and com¬ 
mitted representative of the local 
community. Few MPs knew their 
constituents so well and so closely. 
He faced his final illness with char¬ 
acteristic spirit and courage. He will 
be hugely missed. Dennis always 
said you should go through life mak¬ 
ing friends and not making enemies 
and that was a real, core part of his 
political outlook.” Labour party 
leader Ed Miliband tweeted his sad¬ 
ness. “Very sad to hear about the 
passing of Dennis Turner. He dedi¬ 
cated his life to public service.” 


Borough tenants in rent 
arrears top 10,000 mark 


MORE than 10,000 people are behind on their 
rent for council homes in one Black Coun¬ 
try borough, leaving a cash-strapped council 
millions of pounds out of pocket. 

A total of 10,606 tenants across Sandwell are in 
rent arrears, a report shows. Latest figures also 
show the authority, which must save £120 million 
by 2016, is owed a combined £5.3million. 

This is made up of out¬ 
standing rent, council tax 
arrears, court costs and 
other tenancy payments 
owed. Research has revealed 
that almost half of the peo¬ 
ple behind on rent - 4,700 
people - also owe other 
debts to the authority. 

The 4,700 people owe an 
average £994 each. 

A group of 3,014 tenants 
owe both rent and council 
tax arrears totalling £3.1m 
between them. 

Of those people in debt, 
1158 tenants owe multi¬ 
ple debts to three or more 
council pots, amounting to 
£2.3m. The average debt for 
each of the people in that 
struggling group is £2,031 
per person. 

A third of the tenants who 
have not been able to keep 
up with their rent are also 
being affected by benefit 
deductions at the same tim. 
The figures hint at the num¬ 
ber of people living on the 
breadline in the borough. 

Chiefs are now working 
on a strategy to identify in¬ 
dividuals in this spiralling 
debt cycle, and help them 
if they are eligible for help 
in the form of discretionary 
housing payments. These 
are payments to meet the 
shortfall between housing 
benefit and rent liability for 
tenants. 

Councillor Steve Eling, 
the council’s deputy leader 
and finance bosssaid: “We 
are trying to do all we can 
to help people with their fi¬ 
nances.” 


No jail for 
man who 
cultivated 
cannabis 

A FATHER of four who set 
up his own cannabis factory 
after finding a number of 
plants has been allowed to 
keep his freedom. 

Scott McDonald took ad¬ 
vantage of the situation to 
grow a crop for his own use 
after finding the discarded 
plants, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Prosecuting solicitor Mrs 
Sati Ruck said police officers 
were sent to McDonald’s 
home, in Windmill Cres¬ 
cent, West Bromwich, and 
in a bedroom they found 12 
plants being cultivated. 

When questioned McDon¬ 
ald, aged 30, said the drug 
would last him for three 
months when a second crop 
would probably be ready for 
harvesting. 

Mr Jas Mann, defending, 
said that McDonald had a 
long-standing addiction to 
the controlled drug but he 
now realised the time had 
come to deal with the prob¬ 
lem. McDonald admitted 
producing cannabis and was 
given a 12 month jail term 
suspended for two years. He 
was further placed on super¬ 
vision for 18 months.

Feeling a snack gap during his 
shift in a warehouse, he tried to 
buy a Twix from his work’s vend¬ 
ing machine. 

The machine swallowed his 
money without delivering the 
goods, so showing commenda¬ 
ble restraint he put another coin 
in the slot. 

Deciding that a more direct 
approach was needed, he then 
took a forklift truck to the errant 
machine, allegedly dropping it 
six times onto the floor, even¬ 
tually releasing three Twix bars 
from the dispenser. 

He got the sack, of course, but 
he did get a free Twix for his trou¬ 
ble. And struck a blow for dis¬ 
gruntled consumers everywhere.

NEXT time political commen¬ 
tators start banging on about 
the poor turnouts at elections in 
this country, remember the car¬ 
nage that is taking place in the 
Ukraine at the moment and be 
grateful that the British are so 
splendidly indifferent.

Statue to honour 
‘Forgotten Army’ 


A lasting tribute to unsung 
wartime heroines is to be 
erected. ROB GOLLEDGE 
reports on its unveiling 

THEY filled the roles of men 
who had gone to fight for their 
country - working long and la- 
boursome days on farms and 
in the forests. 

To forever rememberthe Land Girls 
and Lumberjills of the Women’s Land 
Army and Women’s Timber Corps from 
the First and Second World Wars,a sculp¬ 
ture has been specially commissioned in 
their honour in a fitting tribute at the 
National Memorial Arboretum. 

Its design was unveiled to a gathering 
of former Land Girls in the county with 
a scale clay model. 

When complete, the bronze sculpture 
will be a one-and-a-quarter life size 
monument of a Land Girl and Lumber 
Jill as depicted in war time recruitment 
posters. 

It will become a focal point for remem¬ 
brance and recognition of the legacy and 
achievements of the women who kept 
their country fed while the two conflicts 
were fought overseas. 

Forests 

The Women’s Land Army first formed 
in 1917 and during the Second World 
War, more than 80,000 land girls were 
producing 70 per cent of Britain’s food. 

The Women’s Timber Corps worked in 
forests and sawmills producing pit props, 
railway sleepers and barricades. 

It disbanded in 1946, although the 
Women’s Land Army was required to 
keep working for a further four years. In 
total, nearly a quarter of a million land 
girls and lumber Jills served the country. 

In total the project will cost between 
£85,000 and £100,000. Around £65,000 
has already been raised. It is being or¬ 
ganised by the Staffordshire Women’s 
Food and Farming Union - who have set

up the Women’s Land Army Tribute. 

The sculpture is currently being 
worked on by artist Denise Dutton 
whose great aunt Sheila Creasy served 
as a land girl. It is due to be unveiled 
at the arboretum in Alrewas on May 1. 

Mary Wright, 83, became a Land Girl 
in 1947 during the active years of the 
Land Women’s Army after the Second 
World War until disbandment in 1950. 

Originally from Walsall, she took up 
duties on a farm near Hoar Cross. She 
has remained in farming ever since liv¬ 
ing and running a farm at Four Crosses 
near Cannock. She helped launch the 


Land Girl Tribute project and her 
granddaughter Izzy, 23, who works on 
a farm in Tixall, posed as a model for 
the sculpture of the Land Girl. 

Mrs Wright said: “It was really hard 
work but we did what we were asked to 
done. “I think the design of the sculp¬ 
ture is brilliant. 

“The monument will serve as a re¬ 
minder for generations to come of what 
the Land Girls and Lumberjills did for 
this country. We were the forgotten 
army. ” 

Clare Arnold, 90, is Stafford born 
and bred. Now living in Queensville, 


she worked at Lotus Shoes in the county 
town where she used to trial new fash¬ 
ions. At 18 she joined the Women’s Land 
Army in 1942, serving until 1945. 

She first worked at a farm in Walton- 
on-the-Hill, and then at a farm near 
where the Staffordshire County Show- 
ground is today. 

She said: “Everything I did was done 
by hand. I used to start at 7am because 
I had had two milk rounds and we used 
big churns. I could be working until 
11pm doing things like hay stacking and 
then have to be back up again at 7am. 

“We enjoyed it. We all remember the 
good times.” 

Eunice Finney, press officer for the 
Women’s Land Army Tribute, said: “It 
is high time these fantastic women were 
recognised as they changed the face of 
agriculture during the war. 

Ceremony 

“Many of these ladies have sadly 
passed away, but we are determined to 
honour those that are able to attend the 
opening ceremony and remember those 
who are no longer with us.” 

A call for a sculptor was put out in Au¬ 
gust 2013 and Miss Dutton was chosen 
from a shortlist of six. 

Miss Dutton said: “It’s a great hon¬ 
our to have a part in the Women’s Land 
Army tribute. It was such a great project 
to be involved with. ” 

A fundraising drive to pay for her lat¬ 
est work was launched two-and-a-half 
years ago by the Staffordshire Women’s 
Food and Farming Union. 

They have relied on donations from 
the public. The plinth of limestone 
for the sculpture has been donated by 
Longcliffe Quarries Ltd from Bakewell 
in Derbyshire.Around £20,000 is still 
needed to fund long-term maintenance 
and insurance. 

The Staffordshire Women’s Food & 
Farming Union is looking for former 
Land Girls and Lumberjills who want to 
attend May’s ceremony.

Food for thought from 
chiefs on waste bags

SANDWELL residents are be¬ 
ing urged to ‘Love their food 
caddy’ as part of the drive to 
boost recycling rates. 

Free food recycling bags are be¬ 
ing given to residents to encour¬ 
age even more people to use the 
weekly collection service. 

Sandwell Council and its waste part¬ 
ner Serco introduced the food recy¬ 
cling in 2011 and will now deliver rolls 
of 24 compostable liners to all homes 
with the service. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment, said there 
were plenty of reasons for people to 
give food waste recycling a go if they 
weren’t already. 

“Food waste recycling has been a 
great success with many residents 
embracing the service and enjoying its 
benefits,” she said. 

“Not only are they doing their bit 
for the environment, people using the 
service see just how much food they 
throw away and can save money by 
buying less in the future. It also helps 
us send less rubbish to landfill which 
means avoiding expensive taxes and 
keeps council tax bills down. 

“So I encourage people who don’t 
currently recycle leftover food to use 
the free bags. They might be surprised 
at how simple it is to do and how much 
money they can save.” 

Jason Holtom, partnership direc¬ 
tor for Serco, said: “Using the brown 
food waste container can really help 
households in Sandwell make smarter 
decisions when they are shopping by 
highlighting the food they waste and 
never manage to eat. 

“I encourage all residents to take ad¬ 
vantage of the free liners and in doing 


so they will help themselves make sav¬ 
ings.” Distribution of the bags started 
on February 10 and all homes will 
have received their roll by March 14. 

They will be delivered with an infor¬ 
mation leaflet highlighting benefits of 
the food waste recycling. 

Items that can be recycled in the 
new caddies include: fish, tea and 


coffee grounds, bread and pastries, 
meat and bones, fruit and vegetables, 
dairy, other foods including rice, pasta, 
beans, pulses, cat and dog food 
Residents are advised to store the 
liners in a cool dry place. Food waste 
is collected on the same vehicle as blue 
lid recycling but stored in a different 
compartment

NHS HEROES 

Doctor sets his sights 
on helping homeless 


ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes 
from a wide variety of back¬ 
grounds, doing a wide variety of 
jobs, in one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s largest NHS organisations - 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. Last year, 
the trust saw a patient on a 
face-to-face basis one and a half 
million times and provides care 
from 150 locations, as well as in 
the comfort of your own home. 

This week we highlight: 

DR MUNINDER LOTAY 



WITH homelessness a grow¬ 
ing problem in the UK and 
figures in our area at dou¬ 
ble the national average, 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals has teamed 
up with other health provid¬ 
ers and partners to offer life 
changing help to those who 
may need it. 

Enter this week’s local NHS 
Hero Dr Muninder Lotay, aged 35, 
who is clinical lead for the organ¬ 
isation called Homeless Patient 
Pathway. 

The GP who professes a particular 
passion for yoga, explained: “For those 
who are homeless, life expectancy is al¬ 
most 30 years less than the UK aver¬ 
age for those with a permanent roof. 

“Often, difficult and unpreventable 

circumstances have resulted in them 
being homeless, which in turn places 
their health at serious risk. 

“The homeless are unique in that 
they often suffer with physical, mental 
and social ill-health at the same time. 

Safeguards 

“Homeless patients discharged after 
their physical problem is healed often 
come back to hospital again and again. 
This is known as the revolving door 
syndrome. 

“Ensuring that we address the men¬ 
tal health and social circumstances of 
such patients on admission ensures 
a holistic approach and safeguards 
against deterioration of health on dis¬ 
charge and subsequent readmission. 

“Knowing that with committed ef¬ 
fort I can make a difference to improve 
the life of another drives me to do the 
best I can. 

“Over time, in the grand scheme 
of things, I have realised that the 


life-changing event of going from 
housed to homeless is only a step away. 

“It would be a mistake to say that 
the homeless are a subsection of soci¬ 
ety, as fundamentally they are no dif¬ 
ferent to you or I. 

“Had I not had the overwhelm¬ 
ing support of loving parents and a 
well-structured society when it mat¬ 
tered, I genuinely believe I too would 
be homeless. 

“For me the staff of the Homeless 
Health Exchange are my heroes. 

“The receptionists, nurses and GPs 
working there have taught me what 
commitment, patience and persever¬ 
ance can do - often with people who 
may be difficult to engage with or re¬ 
quire several attempts before they are 
willing to recognise or deal with their 
health issues. 

“These staff really are a pillar for 
a vulnerable community and ensure 
good medical care is delivered where 
others may have easily given up.” 


Dr Lotay is presenting at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham NHS Trust’s 
event ‘Raising the Roof for Homeless¬ 
ness’ tomorrow, Friday, where he will 
be outlining the journey so far in the 
project to help the homeless in the bor¬ 
ough. 

He advised: “Statistics have shown 
that the Homeless Patient Pathway 
has reduced readmission rates for pa¬ 
tients who have been frequently ad¬ 
mitted to hospital. 

“It has also enabled several allied 
agencies such as housing, mental 
health, primary care, drug and alcohol 
services to work more closely together. 

“This promotes joined up care and 
further closes the distinction between 
primary and secondary care. Here we 
can truly see the seamless transition of 
health between primary and secondary 
care.” 

In addition to his work with the 
homeless, Dr Lotay works as an urgent 
care doctor at the weekends.

And what a catalogue it is. From 
punks to breakdancers, school 
plays to Sunday league, it is an 
amazing slice of Black Country 
history. The group now wants to 
hear from anyone captured in the 
pictures, which date from 1974 to 
1994, to share their stories. All will 
then be documented as part of the 
Unseen Sandwell project, provid¬ 
ing a unique record of some of the 
changing places and faces in the 
borough. 

The material is currently un¬ 
catalogued and inaccessible to the 
public but will soon go on show at 
six events, where it is hoped people 
will share their stories and help 
bring the pictures to life. Project 
director Brendan Jackson said: “In 
some cases we know who the peo¬ 
ple in the images are, but in some 
we don’t. 

“For instance, one shot shows 


Robert Mackenzie, of Smethwick 
breakdance group The Crazy 
Spades, taking part in a break- 
dance ballet that toured the coun¬ 
try in 1984.” 

Mr Jackson added: “There’s a 
real lack of that kind of material 
from the 70s and 80s. It’s proba¬ 
bly in shoeboxes in people’s attics, 
or has been thrown away, but we 
want people’s images to supple¬ 
ment the existing material.” 

Councillor Trow said: “The per¬ 
formance was all based on chil¬ 
dren’s games, and trying to get 
them signed up to a summer play 
scheme. We would sing and play 
music, children would join us in 
Pied Piper fashion, and as we went 
along we would stop and play a 
game with them, before moving 
on to the next spot to gather more 
children to do it again.” A website 
will be then be created with media, 
images, memorabilia, audio, texts 
and learning materials.

On track for model

HUNDREDS of rail fans 
turned up to a model club’s 
annual open day.

Joy for college chiefs 
over spaces on offer 


THE conversion of the former 
Public gallery into a sixth form 
centre will create hundreds more 
college spaces than first expect¬ 
ed, it has emerged. 

Not only will the new Central Sixth 
facility at the former New Street ven¬ 
ue have space for 800 students, but the 
move will also free up an entire floor of 
the £77 million Sandwell College facil¬ 
ity at Spon Lane, West Bromwich. 

It will mean the institution can take hun¬ 
dreds more applicants for the most popular 
courses. Sandwell College Vice-Principal 
Scott Upton confirmed: “Central Sixth stu¬ 
dents currently occupy the entire sixth floor 
of Central Campus. 

“Their move to The Public in September 
will allow other curriculum areas in the 
college to expand their provision and the 
numbers of students they can accommo¬ 
date, due to the extra space created. 

Investment 

“Classrooms and open study areas can 
be used flexibly dependent on demand by 
different departments, who will be able to 
use the additional space available to offer 
more places to applicants for the most pop¬ 
ular courses.” 

Building work has already begun and 
bosses revealed they had received nearly 
1,000 applicants for places. 

The new facility will open in September 
this year. Chiefs say the scheme represents 
a significant investment in education, and 
the facility will support a host of arts-based 
activities, which will be open to the public, 
including the St Patrick’s Day festival from 
2015. 

Once the revamp is completed, a newly 
renovated cafe will be open to the public 
along with a programme of events and exhi¬ 
bition space. A business support centre will 
also be based in the campus to help start-up 
companies.

I ary Berry may be 78, an age 
when most people are 
concentrating on relaxing 
rather than reaching the peak of their 
career, but she’s bigger and more 
popular than ever. 

And it’s all down to one little 
programme - The Great British Bake 
Off. 

Nobody could have foreseen 
what a phenomenon that show would 
end up being, and how it would 
suddenly turn Mary into a national 
treasure. 

Okay, so long-standing foodies were 
already aware of her thanks to her 
recipe books and earlier TV 
experiences, but none of those 
brought her the same kind of 
exposure as the Bake Off did. 

She’ll be back for a new run of that 
later in the year when the show 
moves to BBC1, but for now, 
she’s on BBC2 again, this time 
presenting six-part series, in which 
she offers tips for nervous cooks from 
her own kitchen. 

Mary hopes to inspire people to 
prepare meals for both everyday and 
special occasions, including meals 


that will appeal to every member of 
the family, young and old. 

As ever, Mary delivers her advice in 
her firm but fair, gentle yet easy-to- 
understand way - and she likes to 
keep it straightforward, too. 

“First of all, you have to decide what 
you’re going to do,” she says when 
asked for advice on what to cook for a 
dinner party. 

“Go simple and don’t try something 
you haven’t done before. It’s a good 
idea to have the first course and the 
pud chilled, and then you can 
concentrate on the main meal. 

“I don’t want anything last-minute 
because anything can happen.

It’s all about them, and they 
don’t want to see you stressed.

She kicks off the series by offering 
ideas for a traditional tea party. You’ll 
certainly never look at sandwiches in 
the same way again, and will be 
rushing out to buy the ingredients to 
make Mary’s mouth-watering bite- 
sized scones too. 

Her granddaughters also make a 
guest appearance while helping her 
make orange butterfly cakes. 

As for Mary’s dream guests, who 
would she choose? Alongside her 
beloved family, she has a very special 
couple in mind. 

“I would like to have the Duke and 
Duchess and Cambridge,” she smiles. 
“I did actually meet them while 
working with the charity Child 
Bereavement UK. It would be lovely to 
cook for them because one day he’s 
going to be the king of England. 

“I know what they like, because they 
use my cookery books. I’d have to do 
a pudding with brandy for Katherine 
and William, I think, would like tallagio 
chicken. They are in very good shape 
so I wouldn’t want to go too 
overboard!”

Metro Plaza is the subject of public realm improvements 



Phase one of the shopping centre refurbishment will finish soon 


REFURBISHMENT works to the 
shopping centre is now under 
way, including the creation of 
a new entrance from the High 
Street. 

The refurbishment work will im¬ 
prove the malls, toilets and create new 
rest room facilities. 

Nearly £7 million, including a £3 million 
contribution by Sandwell Council, is being 
invested on improving the shopping centre 
in the future. The first phase of work will be 
completed during 2014, complementing an 
escalator connection to New Square.

WORK to upgrade Duchess/ 
Princess Parade with new high 
quality paving, seating, bins, 
lighting and trees, completed in 
December. 

The next phase in the Public Realm 
project is Metro Plaza. 

This scheme will improve pedestrian con¬ 
nections between the bus/metro stations 
and the town centre, and create a more wel¬ 
coming space for people visiting by public 
transport. Work started in November 2013 
to narrow the Ringway road, and to fill in 
the subway. Completion is due in summer. 


Restoration work 
to Dartmouth Park 
is near completion 

APPROXIMATELY £6.3million 
is being spent on restoring 
Dartmouth Park. 

The showpiece Victorian park sits 
on the doorstep of the town centre 
providing visitors and residents 
with quality green space. 

Work at the park got under way in 
late 2009 and has seen the installation 
of an outdoor gym completed late 2010 
and the restoration of the parks original 
perimeter wall, decorative railings and 
War Memorial in April 2011. 

A new pavilion, officially opened on 
June 4, 2012, during a day of Jubilee 
celebrations, providing a cafe, toilets, an 
events room and offices for park staff. 

It also features a walkway surround¬ 
ing the building and a viewing tower. 

A sensory garden officially opened on 
November 2, 2012, designed in partner¬ 
ship with The Friends of Dartmouth 
Park for visually impaired. In addition, 
Mountain Bike Pump Tracks have been 
built at near by Sandwell Valley, which 
opened in May 2013. A children’s water 
play area will open in spring, marking 
the end of the restoration project.

Elephant and castle 
have moved location 


A well known West 
Bromwich statue has 
been restored and 
unveiled in its new 
location. The ‘I am 
the King of the Cas¬ 
tle 9 statue previously 
sat outside Queen’s 
Square Shopping 
Centre in West Brom¬ 
wich High Street. 

However, due to improve¬ 
ments to the shopping cen¬ 
tre’s entrance, the statue 
has been looking for a new 
home since being removed 
in October 2012. Follow¬ 
ing its removal, Sandwell 
Council asked people to 
suggest a new home for 
the statue. Dozens of ideas 
were received and the stat¬ 
ue has now been restored 
and relocated to Duchess 
Parade in West Bromwich 
town centre. 

Sandwell Council used the 
European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund (ERDF) to pay for 
the statue to be restored and 
relocated as part of its com¬ 
mitment to improve public 
spaces within the borough. 

In the last year work has 
taken place to lay new paving, 


install benches, street light¬ 
ing, trees and refurbish the 
market stalls along Duchess 
and Princess Parade. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member 
for jobs and economy said: 
“The statue now takes pride 
of place at the entrance to 
the new look Duchess Parade, 
welcoming visitors to the busy 
High Street and Market Place. 

“The council is committed 
to improving the appearance 
of public spaces within the 
borough to attract visitors and 
investors.” 

Unveiled 

The statue, which depicts 
an elephant with a castle on 
its back, containing a lion, 
was created by artist Laura 
Ford and was originally un¬ 
veiled by councillor C R Davis 
on January 30, 1990. 

Sculptor, Laura Ford, in¬ 
tended her design to be a 
humorous heraldic rep¬ 
resentation of Britain’s imper¬ 
ial past as it was going to be 
situated close to Kings Square, 
Queens Square, Princess Pa¬ 
rade and Duchess Parade. 

In July, 2012, Councillor 
Derek Rowley, appealed to 
find the ‘interesting piece of 
art’ a new home. 

Community groups and 
charities were asked for 
thoughts on its relocation at 
that time.

ANY type of major town centre re¬ 
furbishment works are sometimes 
regarded as, at best, a necessary 
inconvenience, and at worst a 
cause of real disruption to people’s 
lives and livelihoods. 

In West Bromwich, the council’s markets 
service has seen the ongoing High Street 
refurbishment works as a real opportunity. 

The current static market stalls have been 
situated on Princess and Duchess Parades for 
nearly a decade.

Stamp your own personality 


By David Banner 


Thinking of a MINI or a Fiat 500? 
Then you also need to be think¬ 
ing about Vauxhall’s trendy little 
ADAM, the brand’s little lifestyle 
citycar. 

Here’s a fashionable alternative with an 
encyclopaedic list of options, bidding for 
individuality beyond the hatchback herd. 

The model’s title is a nod to Adam Opel, 
the founder of Vauxhall’s European sister 
company, but is unlikely to start a trend for 
Biblical car names. It may though, start a 
trend for buyer personalisation, the like of 
which the market has never before seen. 

With over a million possible specifica¬ 
tion and trim combinations, the chanc¬ 
es of two identical Vauxhall ADAMs ever 
being produced are statistically quite 


slim. Ground-breaking where it matters 
then - in the showroom. To disguise per¬ 
haps the fact that this car is actually quite 
conventional in arguably less important 
areas, running on the underpinnings of 
Vauxhall’s old third generation Corsa. 

Slide into the seat and there’s a very 
different feel from that provided by a Cor¬ 
sa - or any other conventional supermini. 
The commanding driving position, the 
big chunky MINI-like wheel, the wide, low 
glass area. - it all makes you eager to 
tackle the urban jungle, with the promise 
of secondary road sportiness beyond. 

Not too much mind. There’s no real¬ 
ly rorty engine in the line-up and the un¬ 
derpinnings are resolutely Corsa-based, 
not a supermini many would instinctive¬ 
ly equate with an especially rewarding 
drive. Better to simply accept this car for 
the friendly fashion trinket it is, with the

proviso that the entry-level 70PS 1.2-li- 
tre 16v engine does struggle a little with 
the task of pushing nearly 1.1-tonnes 
of ADAM up the road with any real zip. 

As with all the powerplants launched 
with this car, it’s a petrol unit, 62mph from 
rest occupying nearly 15 seconds on the 
way to a top speed only just over 10Omph. 
Better by far to find only a little more for 
one of the 1.4s, an 87PS unit that manages 
62mph in a far more acceptable 12.5 sec¬ 
onds on the way to 109mph. And a 100PS 
engine that improves things further to 11.5 
seconds and 115mph. Ask for something 


a little more hi-tech and the designers will 
point to the three cylinder 1.0-litre petrol. 

Prices start at just over £11,000 for 
the base 1.2i 16v petrol version, but find 
the extra few hundred for one of the two 
petrol 1.4s that are notably less feeble. 

There are three main trim levels 
for the ADAM: Baseline is ‘JAM’, sup¬ 
posed to be what Vauxhall calls ‘fash¬ 
ionable’, pay just under £1,500 more 
to go ‘GLAM’ for a trim package that’s 
apparently more ‘elegant’, or pay a fur¬ 
ther £500 on top of that for the top, and 
supposedly ‘sportier’ trim level - ‘SLAM’.

Land Rover again raises the premium SUV 
bar with its latest offering - the V8 diesel-pow¬ 
ered Range Rover Sport, writes lain Dooley. 

It can’t have escaped you that Land Rover is doing rath¬ 
er well at the moment. Although only one half of the Jag¬ 
uar-Land Rover equation, the 4x4 side of the business is 
selling the lion’s share of the product. 

The compact entry-level Evoque SUV burst onto the 
scene with all the fanfare and adoration of a major celebrity, 
and the trickle down effect - or should that be trickle up - 
had been felt across the firm’s recently refreshed range. 

One obvious recipient of the Evoque’s magic has been 
the second generation Range Rover Sport. Visual similari¬ 
ties to the rock star of the range are no coincidence, while 
Land Rover’s continued focus on reducing weight and 
boosting the level of technology in its cars continues with 
this more streamlined Sport. 

Lighter, more economical and offering a more engaging 
on-road driving experience than the car it replaces, along¬ 
side Land Rover’s long established off-road credentials, this 
new generation Sport also boasts more cabin space plus 
the option of a family-friendly third row of seats. 

Just like the latest Range Rover, the Sport adopts its mak¬ 
er’s next-gen Terrain Response system, which includes an 
auto mode clever enough to sense changes in terrain and 
change the engine, gearbox and suspension settings ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Although endowed with a perfectly good range of engines 

- six-cylinder diesel and eight-pot supercharged petrol units 

- the final piece of the performance jigsaw has now slotted 
into place. 

Hot 

If petrol isn’t your thing but you still want to feel a shove 
in your back, there’s now a hot diesel option in the form of a 
4.4-litre V8, 334 horsepower lump. On paper, consumption 
and emission rise slightly as you’d expect, but the trade-off 
is a welcome increased turn of speed and more mid-range 
grunt. 

With a predictable embarrassment of riches in both pow¬ 
er and torque departments, this hot V8 diesel Sport is the 
consummate all-rounder. Ample low down torque is com¬ 
plemented by superb throttle sensitivity, making it ideal not 
just for inching over treacherous obstacles but also breez¬ 
ing past slower traffic on wide, sweeping A-roads. 

Despite the potential for higher corner entry speeds when 
in diesel V8 guise, bodyroll is expertly kept in check and the 
Sport’s ride is rarely compromised by its large but stylish 
alloy wheels. For a car destined to spend much of its time 
on the road, this should be music to any prospective own¬ 
er’s ears. 

One thing that hasn’t changed with the inclusion of a more 
powerful diesel motor, is the Sport’s living quarters. The cab¬ 
in remains a plush and inviting environment for occupants 
fore and aft, while the fascia’s clean, simple lines put the 
cluttered driving environments of many rivals to shame. 

In V8 diesel guise, the Range Rover Sport is as close to 
a no-compromise luxury SUV for the real world as you can 
get. It might look stately but its footprint remains a manage¬ 
able one, while its expertly honed driving dynamics allow 
you to fully exploit the diesel V8’s welcome extra power with 
supreme confidence.

Villa now need to make it matter 


VILLA have won when it has mat¬ 
tered most under Paul Lambert. 
Sunday’s visit of Norwich now 
falls into that category. 

A relegation battle beckons for 
half of the Premier League as 
the claret and blues face another 
nervy run-in. 

Just three wins in their last 17 
games in all competitions - in¬ 
cluding FA Cup embarrassment 
to Sheffield United - tells its own 
story. The performances have 
been poor and the results worse 
and fans are not blind to any 
claims to the contrary. 

With the foundations laid in 


18-months under Paul Lambert 
it is now where progress needs to 
be seen. 

Villa are treading water as 
their performances belie the work 
which has gone on behind the 
scenes to try to revive the club. It 
takes time but there have been lit¬ 
tle short-term benefits. 

Yet Villa will survive as they 
come to the crunch. It will be 
closer than they will like but while 
they are unlikely to escape the 
drop battle completely they will 
stay up. 

It is hard to make a case for a 
side who have been so inconsist- 
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ent, Sunday’s 1-0 defeat at New¬ 
castle highlights Villa’s struggles. 

But they can produce on any 
given day. Lambert can rally his 
troops. Players at former clubs 
were willing to go through brick 
walls for him. While his skills han¬ 
dling Darren Bent and the rest of 
the Bomb Square are debateable 
there is no doubt that if you are 
on his side you will follow him. 

He has the players, Gabby Ag- 
bonlahor, Christian Benteke, Fa¬ 
bian Delph, Ron Vlaar and Brad 


Guzan would walk into any team 
in Villa’s situation. 

And now his players need to 
perform. Ten points separate the 
bottom half with Villa sandwiched 
in the middle in 13th - five places 
higher than they were this time 
last season. 

In February 2013 the claret and 
blues were in the bottom three, 
just weeks after those hammer¬ 
ings against Chelsea and Totten¬ 
ham, and survived. 

Wins over West Ham, QPR, 
Sunderland and Reading came 
when desperately needed. And 
victory on Sunday will prove the 


platform to avoid a late scramble, 
edge them over 30 points and put 
Villa three wins from safety.

Crunch talks on the cards for Baggies' boss 


PEPE MEL will hold crunch talks with his 
Albion squad this week after players raised 
concerns over his Baggies blueprint. 

Mel is battling to win over Albion’s play¬ 
ers as he prepares for a vital 10 days that 
could make or break the club’s Premier 
League future. 

Senior squad members are understood to 
have raised concerns at Mel’s methods as 
the Spaniard searches for his first win as 
Hawthorns head coach. And that has led to 
a series of meetings, which will be held at 
the club’s training ground this week involv¬ 
ing players and staff, during which a new 
‘battle plan’ will be drawn up for the final 
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11 games of the season. 

Mel now faces a crucial week-and-a- 
half ahead of the Baggies return to action 
against Manchester United on March 8, 
during which the 50-year-old must convince 
sceptical stars that his approach can halt 
their slide towards relegation. 

The players’ worries, which have been 
confirmed by several sources close to the Al¬ 
bion dressing room, concern Mel’s inability 
to communicate tactics and his style of play. 

The former Real Betis coach arrived at 


The Hawthorns promising a high-pressing 
approach based on his experiences in Spain 
but he has already compromised following a 
meeting with players, who were concerned 
that the Baggies squad was ill-suited to the 
new approach. 

But it’s thought the worries resurfaced 
during last week’s six-day training camp 
in Spain, from which the squad returned 
early. 

The Hawthorns hierarchy have now be¬ 
come aware of the players’ unhappiness and 
that has led to this week’s meetings being 
scheduled. 

One source said: “In training, the play¬ 


ers are doing things and they don’t know 
whether they are doing them right or 
wrong. Pepe has Keith Downing there with 
him and if there’s a problem he should be 
putting across what he wants to Keith, so 
he can relay that to the players. But that 
isn’t always happening.” It is understood 
the players have taken to Mel on a personal 
level but remain unconvinced that his pre¬ 
ferred style of play is conducive to the cur¬ 
rent squad or to the demands of a Premier 
League relegation battle. 

His limited English is also a source of 
worry despite the recent arrival of former 
Betis coach David Gomez. 


SAME OLD STORY 
FOR ALBION SIDE 


Albion 1 Fulham 1 

THE fourth 1-1 draw in Pepe Mel’s 
four home games as Albion coach 
was an all-too-familiar outcome on 
a day that dished up some some 
all-too-familiar traits. 

The news from elsewhere cushioned the blow 
of another two dropped points for the Baggies 


as Cardiff’s implosion 
gathered pace, Sun¬ 
derland’s revival suf¬ 
fered a serious setback 
and Crystal Palace 
had the wind taken 
from their sails. 

And even the Baggies’ 
own late equaliser was 
worth more than just a 
point as it prevented Felix 
Magath’s planned Fulham 
revolution from gaining in¬ 
stant traction. 

But as another home 
game came and went with 
only a solitary point to show 
for it, the sense of another 
opportunity missed was im¬ 
possible to ignore. 

Disaster 

Once more the Baggies’ 
performance was not a dis¬ 
aster. But once more it was 
not good enough. 

Such has been the nature 
of a depressing season that 
threatens to end with Mel 
and Co drifting to relegation 
with minimal fireworks but 
serious implications. Should 
a troubled campaign end 
badly, Albion will not have 
plummeted to relegation, 
they will have limped there. 

Only once have they been 
beaten by more than two 
goals and that came at the 
hands of an unplayable Luis 
Suarez at Anfield. 
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And their barely believa¬ 
ble tally of 13 draws from 27 
matches shows a team with 
enough talent and character 
to compete with the major¬ 
ity of Premier League oppo¬ 
nents but lacking the crucial 
ability to prevail in the key 
moments of matches or cap¬ 
italise on winning opportu¬ 
nities. 

In any case, the steady na¬ 
ture of the decline will not 
make the fall any less pain¬ 
ful should Mel fail to turn 
things around. 

Once more on Saturday 
fans saw glimpses of the 
kind of side Mel hopes to 
create, with occasional dis¬ 
plays of pressing and high- 
tempo passing. 

But all too often the old 
failings returned and, had 
the Cottagers not displayed 
nerves of their own under 
new boss Felix Magath, they 
might well have been out of 
sight before the latest sec¬ 
ond-half improvement saw 
Mel’s men claim the draw 
they ultimately deserved. 

Ashkan Dejagah pounced 
on a Kieran Richardson 
cross to punish some poor 
Baggies defending and make 
it 1-0 to Magath’s men on 28 
minutes. 

Anichebe’s arrival 
sparked a Baggies improve¬ 
ment.

Football 
leagues 
to join up 

TWO of the Midlands’ big¬ 
gest football leagues are to 
merge this summer when 
the Alliance joins forces 
with the Combination at the 
end of the season. 

They will form the new 
Midland League for the 
2014-15 campaign, with Al¬ 
liance clubs placed in the 
Premier Division of a four- 
tier pyramid. 

Combination sides, cur¬ 
rently one of the main 
feeder leagues to the Alli¬ 
ance, will entirely make up 
a Midlands League Division 
One, Two and Three. 

The Combination and Al¬ 
liance will combine under a 
single board with the four 
divisions covering steps five, 
six and seven of the non¬ 
league pyramid. 

Mick Joiner, chairman of 
the Midland Alliance, said: 
“I am pleased that the FA 
has helped us and that we 
have finally been able to get 
this done. 

“No club from any of the 
feeder leagues will be disad¬ 
vantaged. That was one of 
the conditions of our agree¬ 
ment with the FA.”
